Prior  to  ffx,ni3?ar  xhl.'A  spsiruing  Ms  du ti  3  as  Fox*eign  Minister 
in  November  1938  Antes oudur  GRI./  remarked  to  Premier  IXWCYE 
(concuiTently  holding  the  post  of  Foreign  Minin ter)  on  October 
3rd  that  he  winked  i-o  Piscius  o-'uliy  regarding  problems  that 
the  U..  .-5.j  TrfcMt'ui.v  fe.-.  -  as  po  :  sensing  direct  interests,  and 
after  a*. Mins  rov«-At>.t 5c.nv.tBg  that  the  respecting  of 

Ameriec..  rights  ait.1  in  ;.far,ts  u  China  as  well  as  the  Cpon- 
Door  Poj.cj  a  a  *»oli  an  >’M  .••:  ip'.e  of  Equal  Opportunity  had  been 
definitely  guaranteed  by  the  f or;, .or  Minister  (T„N,  Foreign 
Minister) ;  he  regretted  to  lie/'  to  dealer  a  that  the  infringing 
of  American  right 3  and  interests  had  not  ceased  ur,d  that  the 
Open  poor  Policy  war  still  being  ignored,  and  after  citing 
some  instances  such  a3  Frchange  Control  and  Trade  Restrictions 


etc.  in  North  China,  he  demanded  thet  prompt:  and  effective 
raoasures  be  taken  iu  orier  to  carry  out  the  guarantee  that  had 
(Anr.ejc^ .  Uoou.-.ent  Mo.  l).  To  this  Minister 
ACNOYS  replied  that  Tap.1-  Mina  Policy  aa  well  as  foreign 
policy  remained  unchrj\  jc.s ,  and  that  .Japan's  assertion  with  regard 
to  the  respecting  of  foreign  rights  and  interests  relative  to  ’ 
Chinn  as  rail  e3  the  maintenance  o^  the  Open  Door  Policy  end 
the  Principle  of  Equal  Op ’xjrt unity  rcn-Mntl  unchained,  adding 
t  eat ,  although  in  poitvfc  or  fact,  th?re  had  b^en  cases  ft  times 
ffhich  were  not  settled  sansfactorily  due  to  military  strategic 
necessity  or  other  reasons,  ho  Wos  striving  to  settle  mutters 
as  satisfactorily  as  possible  upon  the  conditions  returning  to 
their  normal  state.  He  also  3tated  that,  .dth  regard  to  ccraner- 
ciol  and  tradnl  problems  he  wished  to,  aftir  stuping  same, 
comply  with  the  .im  bus  sad  or '3  request  at  the  earliest  possible 
qy  port  unity. 


Ambassador  Grew  subsequently  sent  a  note  embodying  the  same  con¬ 
tents  a g  tho  foregoing  paragraph.  (Annexed  Dccument  No.  2). 


It.  The  manner  of  reply  to  the  aforesaid  American  Ainbussodor ’3  note 

p.2  was  studied  ever  since  tho  appointment  of  ARITA  as  Foreign  Minister 

and  although  it  had  been  decided  to  put  off  the  said  reply  until 
conditions  had  become  settled  far  awhile  as  it  happened  to  be 
just  before  tho  fall  of  Canton  :dth  tho  cnpitul  lion  of  Hankow 
bein.^  clone  at  herd,  so  +hct  the  state  of  affairs  VQ  s  changing 
rapid*/ ,  in  view  of  this  mutter  roorepoiitirg  prcblecfs  which, 
afner  all,  posso.33  an  ir.yoitant  baarin,v  to  tho  Nino-JPover  Puct, 
alter  studying  the  draft  of  the  r  .ply  based  on  tho  policy  of« 
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(a)  Avoiding  all  phraseology  whatsoever  that  wt-uld  roaf- 
fir-i  the  principles  of  tho  Open  Door  and  Equal  Opportunity 
basod  on  the  Nino-iowor  loot, 

(b)  Making  them  understand  that,  although  the  existing 
rights  and  interests  of  Third  Towers  will  be  rospoatod,  this 

•*■•3  is  not  boing  done  as  a  corollary  of  the  Nino -Tower  icct . 

(c)  Making  them  undor stand  that  the  standard  laws  governing 
tho  future  economic  activities  by  Third  Towers  in  Now  China 
shall  be  established  in  conformity  with  tho  now  conditions, 
a  reply  was  sent  on  Novenher  18th  to  the  following  effect, 
in  addition  to  giving  explanations  to  each  of  the  instances 
cited  in  the  American  note  and  clarifying  tho  point  that 
their  claims  regarding  Infringement  of  Bights  and  Interests 
were  unjustified,  viz.i 

(1)  It  i3  hopod  that,  inasmuch  as  military  activities  are 
being  conductod  on  a  unprecedented  scale  in  East  Asia, 
the  United  States  will  note  tho  fact  that  thorc  may 

be  times  whon  difficulties  may  occur  in  executing 
our  intention  regarding  the  respecting  of  American 
ri-^its  and  interests, 

(2)  Tho  Enpira  boliovos  that  it  will  not  solve  urgent 
problms  of  tho  moment  or  aid  towards  tho  establishing 
of  permanent  peace  in  East  Asia  by  attempting  to  gauge 
the  present  and  future  state  of  affairs  by  idoo3  or 
principlos  in  their  original  form  that  wore  applied 

to  the  pro-inoident  state  of  affairs,  espoolally  at  this 
time  whon  tho  Umpire  is  dashing  ahead  with  tho  Establish* 
ment  cf  a  New  Order  In  East  Asia  and  when  new  condi¬ 
tions  are  setting  in  in  East  Asia. 

(3)  Should  any  Third  Tower  or  Xbwars  participate  in  the 
gigantic  task  of  Reconstruction  of  East  Asia  in  the 
fields  of  ontorpriso3  end  toado  by  appreciating  tho 
afero-montioned  points,  the  Empire  shall  have  no  ob¬ 
jection  whatsoever  towards  same.  (Annexed  Document  No, 3). 


Ill,  'Then  Minister  ARITA  invited  Councillor  Docman  of  tho  U.  S,  Qnbassy 
p.4  at  Tokyo  on  November  19th  and  asked  about  tho  impressions  regard¬ 
ing  tho  recent  Japanese  Reply,  Docman  replied  that  Ambassador 
Grow's  impression  regarding  the  said  Reply  soomod  to  be  that 
"It  represented  a  wholesale  denial  of  tho  Amoricon  Demands,*  •.■.•hereup¬ 
on  Minister  ARIT**  explained  that  it  would  be  excusable  if  the 
Opon  Door  iolicy  and  tho  Irinciplo  of  Equal  Opportunity  woro  ap¬ 
plied  to  tho  entire  world  from  the  start,  but  it  is  oxtremoly 
illogical  to  apply  same  today  to  China  only.  ARITA  thon  wont 
on  to  say  that  his  predososscr  gava  his  guarantee  regarding  the 
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respecting  of  tho  said  principles  by  being  of  ttao  belief  that 
the  actual  prevailing  conditions  could  be  made  to  hannonir.o 
T?ith  tho  Open  Door  i’olicy  ond  tho  i'r?nciplo  of  *&iual  Opportunity, 
but  that,  in  ’-is  orpi  opinion,  it  was  no  longer  possible  to 
expect  the  said  harmony,  at  the  seme  time  explaining  the  grout 
p,5  pains  takon  by  Japan  in  rogard  to  tho  said  reply,  to  which  Doomau 
stated  that  it  t;os  oxtromoly  rogrottnblo  that  there  wore  over 
300  coses  rocontly  remaining  unsettled  do3pito  thoir  having  no 
connections  with  military  actions  and  being  oxtromoly  trivial 
matters,  and  that  tho  recent  official  American  noto  was  the  re¬ 
sult  of  the  Amor icon  conmercial  concerns  in  various  parts  of 
China  oxorting  severe  pressure  on  their  Home  Government,  at 
tho  same  time  pointing  out  that  tho  United  States  did  not  make 
any  reference  to  the  Nino-rowei*  I'act, 

IV.  On  inviting  Ambassador  Grew  to  Tokyo  subsequently  on  tho  2lot 

of  tho  some  month  and  confoiTing  with  him  on  tho  sano  principlo 
as  por  tho  foregoing  paragraph,  Grow  declared  cs  follows  after 
making  the  introductory  remark  that  what  ho  would  be  saying  today 
would  not  be  ia  tho  nature  of  any  reply  whatsoever  to  the  Japanese 
Note  of  tho  I8th»- 

(1)  The  Uhited  States  Government  hr.3  never  attempted  to 
oxploit  China  nor  extend  American  influences  in  China, 

The  Unitod  States  Government's  interpretation  of  "Open  Door" 
is  totally  different  from  the  foregoing.  In  other  words, 
tho  Principle  of  Equal  Opportunity  in  rogard  to  Commerce  has 
always  boon  the  aotuul  basic  principle  of  tho  United  States, 

(2)  All  of  the  treaties  concerning  the  Far  East  embodying  the 
said  irinciplo,  and  to  whioh  the  United  States  is  e.  signatory j 
were  concluded  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  occurrence 

or  likely  occurrence  of  international  friotion  in  tho  Far 
East,  ani  the  United  States  Government  is  intont  up  n  chocking 
the  prosent  day  trend  of  international  anarchy  as  well  as 
contributing  towards  tho  adjustment  of  international  rela¬ 
tions  as  woll  as  restoration  cf  international  ordor,  and  it 
is  the  advocacy  of  the  Uhitod  3tatos  that  this  object  con 
be  attained  by  poacoful  negotiations  and  agreements  as 
7/ell  as  by  faithful  fulfillment  of  international  agreements,

(3)  Tho  Co  ::rvjrcial  iolicy  of  tho  Unitod  States  lias  in  aim¬ 
ing  at  international  concord  by  striving  for  tho  oxpnnsion 
of  foreign  trado  by  moan3  of  removing  obstacles  lying  in  tho 
way  of  the  international  distribution  of  commodities,  I  bo- 
liovo  that  tho  frequent  instances  of  other  oountrios  trying 
to  gain  most-fuvorod  footings  do  not  contribute  towards  es¬ 
tablishing  prosperity  in  the  United  States  \nd  tho  rorld. 
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(4)  On  November  3rd  Iromior  K0N0Y3  stated  that  "Japan  will 
cooporata  with  any  Third  I'owor  that  appreciates  Japan's 
real  intentions  and  adopts  a  policy  th- 1  conforms  to  tho 
new  stato  of  affairs,"  but  whet  is  tho  concroto  moaning 

of  this  statement?  Suroly  he  does  not  mean  tho  kind  of  co¬ 
operation  whoroby,  as  is  boing  generally  rumorod,  Africans 
can  not  ongago  in  trado  in  China  without  going  through  the 
hands  of  Japanoso  merchants. 

(5)  Minister  &UTA  expressed  his  wish  that  the  thited  Statos 
should  allow  Japan  sufficiont  timo  to  seo  what  tho  results 
would  be,  but  there  is  a  limit  to  the  patienoo  of  the  American 
poople.  Considering  it  impossible  to  paoify  public  opinion, 
the  Government  has,  to  fcegin  with,  demanded  the  liberation  of 
tho  lower  Yangtze  region  as  well  as  the  suspension  of 
bombing  of  and  other  interference  with  churches  and  their 
properties  situated  at  considerably  far-off  distances  from 

the  scene  of  military  operations.  (Annoxed  Dooument  No.  4). 

p.7  To  the  foregoing  Ministor  "RITA  explained  that,  in  regard  to  Item 
t4;  of  the  foregoing  paragraph,  it  is  difficult,  os  was  made 
plain  in  the  last  part  of  our  Reply  dated  the  18th,  it  was  im¬ 
possible  far  Japan  to  recognize  the  unconditional  application  of 
Equal  Opportunity  and  Open  Door  at  the  present  day  \iion  the 
state  of  affairs  in  China  has  become  changed,  but  tint  Japan 
possesses  the  desire  to  cooperate  with  Third  towers  in  tho  ovont 
cf  tho  foregoing  becoming  understood,  at  the  same  time  remarking 
in  connection  with  the  rumours  as  specified  at  the  aid  of  the  said 
paragraph  that  such  a  thing  was  totally  ingjossible  and  oould  also 
not  be  put  into  practice,  whereupon  drew  stated  that  he  felt 
reliovod  on  hearing  the  foregoing. 

Minister  ARITA  further  explained  that  tho  assertion  that  Japan's 
Open  Door  Volicy  and  IVinciple  of  Equal  Opportunity  might  clash 
with  tho  respecting  of  rigits  and  interests  of  Third  Ifcwors  im- 
plied  that  measures  necessary  far  fostering  tho  closer  rolntion-

P.o  rights  of  axiatenoe  might  at  timos  necessitate  eliminating  tho 
application  of  the  ofbrosaid  Irinoiples  to  seme  oxtont,  so  that 
there  was  still  considerable  room  left  for  economic  activities  of 
other  countries.

(otS?0*  aal£ed  a8  t0  T7hat  noant  by  the  Now  Order,  Minister 
okii*  replied  that  same  implies  the  establishing  of  co-oporation 
between  Japan,  Maachoukuo,  and  China  in  rogard  to  lolitics.  Economy, 
and  Oulturo,  moaning,  os  for  example,  that  iolitical  Oo-cperation 
is  indispensable  fbr  exterminating  the  Anti-Japanoso  lolioy  as  well

Tc  this,  Grow  remarked  that  ho  beliovod  it  to  be  tho  stand 
of  tho  ttiited  Statos  Government  that  it  could  net  roccgnizo 
any  ono-sided  alterations  to  any  treatios  or  othor  agreements 
until  tho  necessary  procedure  regarding  alteration  of  some 
be  takon  conjointly  by  tho  countries  concerned,  of tor  which 
he  stated  that  it  Y/ould 

p.ll  be  desirable  to  prove  by  actual  facts  that  Japan  T/ill  not 

show  discriminatory  treatment. 


VI.  On  Docenbor  26th  Grow  was  invited  and  told  that  it  was  regrettable 
that,  wherocs  it  had  already  been  made  clear  on  repeatod  occasions 
that  Japan  entertained  no  intention  of  closing  the  Chinese  Market, 
tho  editorial  tone  of  sons  of  the  American  newspapers  and  maga¬ 
zines  went  to  show  that  Japan’s  real  intontion  was  not  being 
understood,  whereupon  Grow  etatod  that,  although  the  said  news¬ 
papers  and  magazines  wore  not  necessarily  oxpressing  the  views  of 
the  Government,  it  was  nevertheless  truo  that  the  American  publio 
in  gonoral  wore  fooling  groatly  uneasy  regarding  Japan's  notions 
in  China,  also  adding  that  the  use  of  restrictive  phraseology, ' 
on  tho  occasion  of  tho  previous  interview  such  as  having  stated 
that  it  would  bo  nocossnry  to  give  protection  to  "certain*  indus¬ 
tries  and  "spocial*  onterprisos  is  liable  to  croato  unoasinoss 
regarding  Actual  Treatment.  To  this  the  Ministor  replied  that  such 
restrictions  should  not  bo  interpreted  in  a  broad  senso,  whereupon 
Grew  again  expressed  his  dusiro  to  havo  tho  ferogoing  demonstrated 
by  actual  facts.
